Sterling Family of 10 
Homeless After Blaze 


DeKalb Factory, Warehouse Blaze 
As Firemen from Four Cities Called 


Two spectacular fires in Northern Illinois late Friday left a Sterling 


family of 10 homeless and gutted a block-long factory building and a 
warehouse at DeKalb. Three other buildings were damaged. 


The Sterling family, Mr. and 


Mrs. Peter Espinoza, 720 Wallace 
St., their eight children, and work- 
ers in the DeKalb plant all escaped 
without injury. 


Firemen battled for about three 


hours to extinguish the blaze in 
the eight-roonv Espinoza home aft- 
ar being called about 7:30 o'clock. 


Flee Home, 


The fire started neatf* a -heating 


)ipe in the basement and rapidly 
.vorked up through the walls to the 
ittic. 
Espinoza 
discovered 
the 


ilaze in the basement and with his 
vife and children, ranging in age 
rom 2 to 17, fled the house, carry- 
ig personal belongings. 
Neighbors helped save most of 


he household furniture. 
Firemen from four communities 


ought the DeKalb blaze, hamper- 
>d by dense, black smoke from 
uming rubber in the factory, the 
•'. E. Schundler Co., manufacturer 
f insulation material. 
Flames shot 50 feet in the air. 
The fire apparently started when 


i flammable rubber product used 
n an insulation manufacturing 
oroccss ignited. After r a p i d l y 
breaking through" the roof of the 
building, the flames raced through 
other parts of the plant as they 
were whipped by a strong north- 
west wind. 


Building Gutted 


More than half of the Schundler 


building was gutted and material 
and equipment in the rest of the 
plant was damaged 
badly by 


water, heat and smoke. 


Also destroyed in the fire was 


the entire warehouse of the DeKalb 
Molasses Feed company, across a 
railroad siding to the south of the 
factory. One thousand bags of al- 
falfa meal and nine tons of molass- 
es pellets were lost in the feed 
company warehouse.

Englander Mattress company and 
Blue Van & Storage company re- 
ceived slight damage. 


Flames also jumped across a 


street from the Schundler plant 
and ignited roof of the State High- 
way department garage. All equip- 
ment was removed and firemen 
quickly put out the blaze. 


Aiding the DeKalb firemen were 


units from Sycamore, Waterman 
and Maple Park. A crew remained 
at the scene all night to prevent 
smoldering debris from rekindling 
into flames.

West Europe Sees No Peace 


Leaders of 
Satellites 
To Funeral 


Malenkov Expected 
To Keep Iron Grip on 
World Communism 


LONDON — UP)—Western 


Europe braced today for con- 
tinuation of the cold war as 
Georgi Malenkov seized the 
reins of power in Russia as 
Joseph Stalin's successor. 


Departure of European Commun- 


ist leaders for Moscow to attend 
Stalin's funeral Monday—whether 
by summons or choice—is taken 
generally as one sign the Kremlin 
intends to keep its iron grip on 
world Communism. 


Warnings that the west must 


keep strong and alert were sounded 
in the Western press, coupled with 
words of caution to the United 
States against provoking Russia in- 
to hot war. There were some ex- 
pressions of fear that the new Rus- 
sion bosses themselves might start 
something. 


Diplomatic View 


But most diplomats and news- 


papers looked to Russia to continue 
Stalin's grim twilight policy be- 
tween war and peace—at least for 
the present. Uneasy Europe clear- 
ly expects no let-up in this cold 
war from the new Soviet dictator. 
Malenkov, 51, is known as a man 
who wastes no love on the West 
and is a firm believer in Soviet 
military might. 


As for the new Kremlin setup 


itself,, some Westerners 
see 
a 


tightening of control and a possi- 
ble purge of men tainted by West- 
tern contacts or influences. There 
is considerable belief that despite 
Malenkov's quick grab of the No. 


spot, a fight for power may 


flare later. 


Head for Moscow 


From all over Western Europe, 


Communist leaders began a great 
exodus to Moscow, where almost 
certinly they will be indoctrinated 
anew with the Communist creed 
of world domination. 


Britain's Communist leader Har- 


ry Pollitt and Italy's Communist 
boss Palmiro Togliatti left today 
for Moscow, accompanied by les- 
ser luminaries. The Swedish Com- 
munist chieftian, Hilding Magberg, 
and two others also are expected 
to attend Stalin's funeral. 


The French Communist Party 


named a seven-man delegation to 
the funeral, headed by Maurice 
Thorez, the No. 1 man who has 
jeen in Russia about two years 
'or what is described as medical 
reatment.

Soviet Union 
In Shakeup 
Of Leaders 


Malenkov, Devoted 
To Stalin, Will Be 
New Prime Minister

MOSCOW UP)—Georgi M. 


Maienkov today led the So- 
viet Union and its wide do- 
minions—officially — as suc- 
cessor to Joseph V. Stalin. 
His elevation was accompa- 
nied by a wholesale shakeup 
of top government personnel. 


Selection of Stalin's 51-year-old 


protege to be the new Russian 
prime Minister—chairman of the 
government's- council of ministers 
—was announced by the Kremlin 
Friday night. Long a close asso- 
ciate of the dead Communist chief, 
Malenkov had been considered his 
likeliest successor. 


Explain Changes 


A government communique said 


the host of other changes—appar- 
ently aimed at streamlining the 
Soviet administration—were neces- 
sary to assure "uninterrupted and 
correct" leadership of the country 
and to prevent "any kind of dis 
array and panic" following Sta- 
lin's death. 


The communique also announced 


that the Supreme Soviet—the Sovi- 
et Union's Parliament — would 
meet in Moscow March 14 to con 
sider the changes.

important 


1. L. P. Beria, boas of the Soviet 


secret police and Russia's atomic 
energy program, named head of 
the newly combined Interior and 
State Security Ministries. He pre- 
sumably also will retain his po- 
lice and atomic duties. 


Molotov Promoted 


2. Deputy Premier V. M. Molotov 


returned to the post of foreign min- 
ister he held from 1939 to 1949. He 
replaced 
Andrei Vishinsky, who 


was appointed permanent Soviet 
representative to the United Na- 
tions in New Yoik. Vishinsky had 
taken over the Foreign Ministry 
job from Molotov. 


3. Marshal Nikolai Bulganin, a 


member of Stalin's five-man inner 
war council during World War II, 
was named minister of the armed 
forces in place of Marshal A. M. 
Vasilevsky. The latter became a 
deputy minister. 


4. Three deputy foreign ministers 


also were named—Vishinsky, Ja- 
cob Malik, who held the same posi- 
tion under Vishinsky and formerly 
was Russia's U. N. Delegate, and 
Vassily Kuznetsov, formerly head 
of the Soviet trade union move- 
ment. 


Beria Top Deputy 


Beria, Molotov, Bulganin and 


Lazarus Kaganovich were all re- 
named deputy prime ministers. 
Since Beria's name was mentioned 
first, he will be the top deputy. 
With Malenkov, these four form 
a new Presidium of the Council of 
Ministers that apparently will be 
a highly important government or- 
gan. 


President Summons Gen. 
Van Fleet for Conference 


WASHINGTON—UP)—President Eisenhower called Gen. James A. 


Van Fleet to the White House today amid a congressional uproar over 
the general's claim that American troops have been fighting in Korea 
for almost two years with too little ammunition. 


Although,there was speculation 


the conference would toiiCii on the 
testimony the retired Eighth Army 
commander has given to congres- 
sional committees. White House 
Press Secretary James A. Hagerty 
saicl the visit had been scheduled 
since last Monday. That was be- 
fore Van Fleet's testimony prompt- 
ed two Senate committees to ask 
for investigations into the Korean 
supply situation. 


Secretary 
of 
Defenses 
Wilson 


sought to quiet the furor late Fri- 
day with assurances to senators 
thnt there is enough ammunition 
in the Far East 
Command 
to 


"counter any enemy attack in 
Korea." 


Wilson wrote Sen. Byrd (D-Va) 


that lh»rt will bt no delay in 


clearing up the ammunition situa- 
tion and "we will present the facts 
with utmost dispatch." Byrd had 
demanded an explanation of any 
shortages and punishment of any- 
one responsible. 


Wilson also wrote Chairman Sal- 


tonstall (R-Mass) of the 
Senate 


Armed Services Committee that 
he will come before the commit- 
tee Tuesday to testify along with 
V«n Fleet, 'secretary of the Armv 
Stevens and On. J. I-awton Col- 
lins, Army chief of staff. 


The Senate group had called on 


these top Pentagon chiefs to clear 
up "confusing and conflicting" re- 
ports given previously by military 
men in their testimony about *m- 
.munition luppliei.

Imposing Figure 
As Millions Weep

ade, joined the vast lines of those 
viewing 
the 
body 
of Joseph 


Stalin today. Here is his story.

MOSCOW (£>)—In death as 


in life, Joseph Stalin is a sin- 
gular figure of a man. 


Lying here in the Hall of 


Columns, his head on a silk 
pillow, he is a striking figure. 
There is a monumental dig- 
nity about him. 


He wears a grey military jacket 


— one that the world has seen in 
so many pictures. Over his heart 
are numerous medals. 


You start in this seemingly end- 


less line of people at the door of 
the Hall of Columns in the House 
of Trade Unions. It's a bitterly cold 
day. 


Lines Orderly 


Miscow's wide streets near th« 


House of the Union are cleared 
and orderly as lines converge oh 
the green colored building in the 
heart of the city. 


There are all kinds of people. 


Old people, young people, middl« 
aged people, children. 
, 


Some have eyes red from crying, 


AH are solemn. 


There's a shuffle, shuffle, shuffle 


of thousands of people's feet. And 
a great hush. Then that sound that 
comes from thousands upon thou- 
sands talking in whispers in open 
places. 
- I reached the open double doori 
of the building and walked in be- 
neath a tremendous portrait of the 
Generalissimo — the portrait four 
or five times bigger than the doors 
themselves. 


Inside, uniformed .men indicate 


the way. 
People come in two 


abreast or three abreast. The lines 
keep moving into a high hallway, 
up some stairs. To another corri- 
dor. 
Into still another corridor. 


Large electric lights move over the 
line, illuminating them for photog- 
raphers. 


Orchestra Plays 


We turn to the left and hear the 


soft muted music of a multi- 
stringed orchestra playing on an 
elevated stage. Spotlights from the 
corners bear down upon the wreath- 
ed bier in the middle of the room. 
'Literally thousands of wreaths 
were in the room and in the cor- 
ridors adjoining it. I don't see how 
they can get many more into the 
building. 


I noticed one in particular — 


from President Peron of Argentina. 
Many foreign^embassies and lega- 
tions brought wreaths with them 
or sent them along in advance. 


The bier is in the very center 


of everything. Every eye is on it. 


Stalin's head is away from you. 


His feet toward you. You move 
up to the foot of the coffin and 
look up at the face of the man 
who led the Russian people for so 
many years. This man who be- 
came one of the best known in his- 
tory. 


Look at the dead face, known in 


every corner of the world. The face 
is stern. The hair is brushed the 
way you always saw him. His 
mustache full and neat. His chin 
and jaw as resolute in death as in 
life. 


"A Strong Face" 


A strong face. Like the name 


Stalin, which means "steel." 


The face seems to show some of 


the stress of those last days when 
he lay dying in the Kremlin hos- 
pital.

Remodeling~ 
Is Simplified 
By Planning 


•Repairing or remodeling a home 


is bound to involve some muss and 
fuss, so the more planning you do 
before starting a project, the more 
you can keep disorder at a mini- 
.mum and get the work done, on 
schedule. 


The typical modernizing job com- 


prises two phases—the planning 
and the actual work. Here are 
com* pointers on organizing each 
stage: 


1. Make your plans carefully and 


then give yourself time to think 
them over. Never rush into a re 
modeling project with incomplete 
plans. To start to build a fireplace 
In your living room on Dec. 20, for 
example, is going to mean that 
Santa Glaus undoubtedly will have 
to stumble over bricks and mortar. 


2. Get estimates on all work to 


be done and on all materials to be 
used. Carelessness on these points 
may put you'in the position of try- 
ing to do today's work on yester- 
day's budget. Prices seem to 
change faster than cash on hand. 


3. Use quality materials where 


quality counts. Labor is a major 
item in any remodeling 
project 


and labor costs on shoddy mate- 
rials amount to the same as for 
quality materials. Such standard 
items as clay tile for baths and 
kitchens may cost a. little more but 
promise a lifetime of service. 


4. The same goes for workman- 


ship. Skilled craftsmanship is more 
economical than an inexperienced 
dub. The only thing- permanent 
about a botched job is disappoint- 
ment. 


5. Don't change your mind or 


your plans after work has started. 
Changes cost money and your con- 
tractor has to pass the cost on to 
you. Patient planning can avoid 
this. 


6. Clear everything out of the 


room or space to be done over. 
You can't expect the workmen to 
know what value you place on your 
china, pictures or furniture, and 
you will be paying them for their 
time. 


7. Close off other rooms to pre- 


vent the spread of dust and dirt. 
Place shoe wiping mats to prevent 
grit from being tracked through 
the house. If the workmen don't 
clean up at the end of a day, do it 
yourself to prevent accidents, es- 
pecially if there are children in the 
house.

Internal Struggles Could Bar Further 


Russian Aggression 


Premier Joseph Stalin ranks as the most crushing tyran 


in human history. He was the architect of Russia's rise to 
military and political domination of vast non-Russian land 
He was the instrument whereby territorial ambitions long 
dreamed by the czars were finally fulfilled. He was the su 
preme symbol of the Communist dream—the most tantaliz 
ing yet the most fraudulent hope ever held out to the world's 
millions of downtrodden peoples. 


To consolidate his personal power he visited upon his 


own countrymen wracking, bloody purges unrivaled any- 
where, any time. He brought his land through famine, kept 
the Soviet Communist experiment working in a hostile globe 
then took the helm as supreme military commander in the 
great war that put Russia in its greatest peril. 


After World War II he seized the advantage that grew 


out of the free world's hesitations, its precipitate demobili- 
zation of its mighty armies, to spread the Soviet tentacles 
across eastern Europe. Soon he was fingering menacingly 
the throats of other European and Asiatic peoples. 


Only the surprise and shock of the West's violent reac- 


tion to his pressure upon tiny Korea put Stalin in some 
check. For essentially he was for riskless gains. He seemed 
not to want to endanger all he had acquired in the holocaust 
of another great war. 
*

* 


Prime Minister Churchill once drew dramatic parallel 


between Stalin's sprawling adventures and the marauding 
conquests of Ghengis Khan, chief of the Mongol hordes who 
spilled eastward across the Asian steppes and overlapped the 
fringes of Europe itself. 
Churchill said: 
In an American speech in 1949, 


"It seemed nothing could avert the doom of the famous 


continent from whi9h modern civilization and culture have 
spread throughout the world. 


"But at the critical moment something happened—the 
great Kahn died. 


"The succession was vacant and the Mongol armies and 


their leaders trooped back on their ponies across 7000 miles 
which separated them from their capital, to choose a suc- 
cessor. They never returned until now." 


Will history repeat itself? Again and again in dicta- 


torships, the passing- of the leader has made the house of 
tyranny a shambles as his heirs grasp desperately for the 
strands of power. Confusion reigns. 


It happened in the Soviet Union on the death of Lenin in 


1924. A bitter contest for power between Stalin and Leon 
Trotsky ensued, a test that was not finally ended until 1938, 
when the bloody purges struck down many of Stalin's pioneer 
comrades. 


In that long interval, Russia was immersed in the great 


internal struggle. Its strains and confusions were a bar to 
the exercise of external ambitions. It must be the hope of 
all free men that the story now will be the same. 


The experts on Russia for the most part believe such a 


struggle will indeed follow. Many feel the recent purges in 
Russia and the satellites were the first rumblings of that. 
*

Stalin may have scrupulously prepared a plan of suc- 


cession, may have fingered his individual successor. But in 
states which live by power alone, neatly laid plans have a 
way of going awry. It is possible that with no one left who 
possesses the force of Stalin's personality, the battle may be 
intense and prolonged and may even make the holding to- 
gether of the Soviet empire extremely difficult. 


To the Russian analysts in America and the West we 


leave the speculation over the succession and the specific 
course of the struggle. Here it is important to note chiefly 
that the path will not be smooth, and that its rocky prospect 
is the West's great opportunity. 


This is no moment to sit back and allow Stalin's heirs to 


resolve their rivalries without harrassment. This is the time 
for the United States and its allies to assert a new, dynamic 
policy to take full practical and psychological advantage of 
the fate that has struck the Kremlin. 


Let us exploit this chance by every fair and reasonable 


means short of war.

FETTER EDSON'S WASHINGTON NEWS NOTEBOOK 


Of f-Shore Oil Reserves Seen Adequate on Both Sides of Proposed New Limits 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—There should be enough oil 


and gas for both the states and the federal government 
under the new tidelands oil division recommended by Sec- 
retary of Interior Douglas McKay. 


Under this division, Louisiana, California and other 


coastal states except Texas and Florida would be given 
all off-shore oil and gas rights within three miles of their 
coast lines. The federal government would get all the 
rights on the continental shelf beyond the three-mile limit. 


Texas and Florida, because of the conditions under 


which they were admitted to the Union, would be given 
all rights within "three leagues"—lO'/i miles—of their 
coast lines. 
And the the federal government would be 


given all rights on the shelf beyond this limit. 


U. S. Geological Survey experts have estimated the 


proved and potential oil and gas reserves inside and out- 
side these newly proposed lines. Proved reserves, based 
on actual land and off-shore production, are: 


Louisiana—84 million barrels of oil inside the three- 


mile limit. Outside, 335 million barrels of oil and two tril- 
lion cubic feet of gas. 


Texas—Inside 10-mile limit, 15 million barrels of oil 


and 75 billion cubic feet of gas. Outside, nothing proved. 


California—Inside three-mile limit, 160 million bar- 


rels of oil. Outside, nothing proved. 


The quoted potential reserves in these areas are mere 


guesses baaed on an assumption that the off-shore oil and 
?ase formations will be of the same character as the 
and pool*. Based on an estimate of 20 million barrel* 
of oil and 150 billion cubic feet of gas in each field, they 
run as follows:

Louisiana—Inside three-mile limit, 250 million bar- 


rels of oil and 1.25 trillion cubic feet of gas. 
Outside,

California—Inside three-mile limit, l.i billion barrels 


of oil and two trillion cubic feet of gas. 
Outside, one

Malenkov, Successor to 
Stalin, Man of Action 


By The Associated Prew 


Soviet Russia's new boss — 


G corgi Maxmilianovich Malenkov 
— is a man of action. He showed 
that in the speed with which he 
moved into Joseph Stalin's shoes. 


For years the chubby, beetle- 


browed man, whom Stalin molded 
into a model Communist, plotted to 
succeed his boss. 


There is little doubt that Malen- 


kov figured some time ago that 
Stalin's final days were nearing 
and schemed accordingly. 


When the end came he apparent- 


ly acted swiftiy. 


FirmJy In Control 


His appointment as chairman of 


the Council of Ministers, the key 
government job held by Stalin, 
means that he has firmly grasped 
one of the real controls of power 
in the Kremlin and probably has 
his hands firmly upon others as 
well. 


Malenkov is a product of the 


Soviet dictatorship Stalin shaped. 
Only 51, he has known nothing but 
communism since early 
adoles- 


cence. All his adult life he has 
spent as a Communist surrounded 
by Communists. 


Communist teachers and Com- 


munist writers have given Malen- 
kov his conception of the Western 
world and of democracy. 
These 


teachings have taught him to be 
granite-hard, but cautious in his 
external approach. 


Rarely Seen 


Rarely seen in public, except on 


state occasions, Malenkov has sel- 
dom been known to relax. Unlike 
most Russians, who are convivial 
drinkers and good mixers, Malen- 
kov sips wine and watches the 
others carouse. 


Kis elevation to ins prime min- 


istry over the heads of older Bol- 
sheviks did not surprise many ob- 
servers. His designation last fall 
as keynote speaker at the 19th 
party C o n g r e s s demonstrated 
clearly that he was recognized as 
the outstanding figure under Stalin 
in both party and government af- 
fairs. 
' His speech lambasting the party 
for "mistakes and shortcomings" 
showed the elements of a success- 
ful bidder for his leader's mantle. 
The tumultuous reception he re- 
ceived from Congress members — 
second only to that accorded Stalin 
->- showed the position of power he 
had attained. 


Malenkov was born at Orenburg 


in the Urals in 1902. He was too 
young to taks part when the Rus- 
sian Revolution broke out, but at 
17 he enlisted in the Red Army, 
and a year later joined the Com- 
munist party. 


When only 20, he was assigned 


the job of political commissar — 


party tutor and spy — in the Army. 


In 1925 .Stalin got him a job with 


the Central Committee. He soon 
became Stalin's personal secre- 
tary. In 1937 he was rewarded with 
a seat on the Central Committee. 


While Stalin ran the war, Malcn- 


kov was in virtual charge of parly 
administration and carried on vital 
war tasks as well. 


Built Planes 


He directed aircraft production 


and by 1943 had boosted it to 40,- 
000 planes a year. For this he re- 
ceived the Soviet Union's highest 
civilian award, Hero of Socialist 


Labor. In 1916, he became a full 
member of the Politburo. 


When Malenkov reached his 50th 


birthday in January, 1952, the So- 
viet press pulled out all the stops, 
crying his praises in a manner 
reminiscent of the fuss made on 
Stalin's own decade birthdays. 


The 
celebration 
startled 
the 


Western world and probably a 
good portion of the Communist 
world as well. To the West it could 
mean but one thing — the bright 
boy who grew up politically under 
Stalin's wing was being prepared 
for succession to the crown.

Granted Here 
During 1952 


The divorce rate in 1952 showed 


a slight increase in Lee county, 
according to an unofficial survey 
of circuit court divorce records 
today. 


During 1952, there were 85 com- 


plaints for divorce filed in the 
office of John O. Shaulis, circuit 
court clerk. 


However, only 68 of the com- 


plaints were granted a divorce, 
Schrock said. There was one an- 
nulment in 1952 and one of separate 
maintenance. 


In 1951, divorces granted in Lee 


county amounted to eight less than 
1952 or a total of 60. 


During 1950, divorces granted 


totaled 76, reflecting the aftermath 
of World War II when the divorce 
rate skyrocketed throughout the 
country. 


In the last eight years, the low- 


est number of divorces in one year 
came in 1949 when the rate dropped 
to 62 from the high of 144 divorces 
in 1946. 


During 1947 and 1948 the decline 


was noted when the rate lowered to 
97 and 79 in the two years respec- 
tively. 


Divorces in 1945 amounted to 124.

Dixon police are endeavoring to 


do something about obtaining an 
increase in salary by appealing to 
the state legislature to amend the 
"Revised Cities and Villages Act" 
approved in 1941. 


Local police officers are cooper- 


ating with the Policemen's Benevo- 
lent and Protective Association of 
Illinois in an effort to remedy what 
they consider the low salary stand- 
ards of police officers throughout 
the state. 


According to Joseph Hog an, 


chairman of the legislative com 
mittee at the state capital, a mini- 
mum wage bill for policemen will 
be introduced before the senate 
and house committees in the near 
future. 


The bill, introduced before the 


8th General Assembly at Spring 
field on Feb. 17, by Senators Trag 
er. Peters and O'Neill, called for a 
hike in minimum police salaries. 


According to the bill to amend 


the 1941 act, in the section pertain- 
ing to minimum salaries in certain 
municipalities, changes were call- 
ed for to up salaries of officers in 
those municipal categories. 


Minimum $150 


Presently, the act states that the 


salary „ to be paid "to a policeman 
in any municipality with 10,000 or 
more inhabitants, but with less 
than 25,000 inhabitants, shall not 
be less than $150 a month. 


In the amendment to this act, 


backers ask that the act be altered 
so that a policeman in any munici^ 
pality with 5,000 or more inhabi- 
tants, but less than 25.000 inhabi- 
tants, shall not be paid less than 
$300 a month. 


In addition, the amendment calls 


for $325 a month instead of $175 a 
month minimum wage for police- 
men in municipalities with a pop- 
ulation Of 25,000 to 75,000. 


The salary to be paid to a police- 


man in a municipality with 75,000 
or more inhabitants, but with less 
than 150,000, shall not be less than 
$350 a 
month, the amendment 


stated. 


According to Dixon police, a 


rookie cop today is paid $200 a 
month. After six months, he re- 
ceives $225, and in a year, he is 
paid $250, or base pay. 


Then Must Wait 


Wtihout an advance in rank, a 


police officer in Dixon must wait 
five years until he gets another 
raise which amounts to three per 
cent longevity on the full base pay. 


Five years after that, an officer 


is entitled to another three per 
cent increase and can expect one 
more boost in five more years, or 
nine per cent increase in salary on 
base pay over 15 years. 


In Dixon, a police sergeant's 


base pay is $275; a police chief's

Wonderin: What Makes a Dictator? 


By HAL BOYLE 


NEW YORK (1ft— What make, 


and breaks a dictator? 


The death of Joseph Stalin leave; 


the average man wondering: 


"What makes a guy like tha 


anyway? I wouldn't have lived hi 
life for all the gold in Fort Knox.' 


He feels that a dictator is 


freak offshoot of some kind, onlj 
rarely to be reckoned with. The 
truth is the human race has beei 
afflicted through all time by die 
tators, large and small. It still is 
It perhaps always will be. 


The ordinary man 
can 
look 


around his own small world and 
count any number of seedling die 
tators, a spoiled child, a domineer 
ing wife, a brow-beating husband 
an over stern schoolteacher, the 
little straw bosses of business, the 
ward bosses of politics, the petty 
tyrant bureaucrat, 
an 
officious 


cop, or a brass-happy officer in the 
armed forces. 


Ho%v do they differ from Stalin 


Hitler, or Mussolini? Only in de 
gree. They lack the brains, energy 
or courage to extend their domi- 
nance, but they are 
linked to 


Stalin, Hitler and Napoleon by the 
same basic drive—love of power. 


Most people like to love and be 


loved, to hate a little, to rule and 
be ruled, to have enough prestige 
to make them feel good—but not 
at the price of too much responsi 
bility. And they find it difficult to 
believe anyone would want power 
for the sake of power alone. 


But dictators, great or small, do. 


The ability to exercise pure naked 
power is to them food, wine, love 
and money. To gain power they 
will sacrifice on the altar of their 
ego all other human satisfactions 
of body and spirit. 


All dictators—in homes, school 


rooms or vast empires—also use 
the same excuse in their lust to 
get and hold power: "I am not 
doing this for myself. It is for your 
welfare I do these t?*ngs." Dicta' 
tors are always selfless in their 
own stupendously blind eyes. To 
them their aims are always pure 
and great. 


Thus Napoleon wrecked a con- 


tinent with incessant wars, drained 
French manhood of most of its 
blood, and all he was really trying 
to do (he said) was to create a 
peaceful Europe. Thus a domineer- 
ing mother makes a stranger of 
her husband and drives her chil- 
dren from her home, and cannot 
understand It, because "I only 
tried to make them do what I 
thought was best for them. And if 
they had only done it, everything 
would have turned out all right." 


What destroys dictators? Their 


egomania usually carries them 
too far. Their excesses become too 
much for the people to bear, and 
they meet the fate of Nero or like 
Hitler and Mussolini, they are de- 
luded into believing that because 
they are skilled in politics they 
also are masters of war. They get 
to thinking they can do every- 
thing. And who is to tell them they 
can't? 


In this respect Stalin is the most 


successful 
dictator 
of 
modern 


times. He pitted 
his 
enemies 


against each other rather than 
against him. He kept a wold-like 
sense of caution to the end. 


Dictators on thrones or in pulpits 


—in kitchens or classrooms, at fac- 
tory benches or executive desks 
usually share one other thing. They 
are lonely, distrustful men and 
women. 


For there isn't room in the hu- 


man heart for both the love of 
power and the love of love, itself. 
Most people prefer love to power. 
If they didn't there would be no 
human race.

Robot Fronts 
For Actor on 
TV Thriller 


NEW 
YORK-4*>—When 
televi- 


sion puts on a drama about a ro- 
bot, it goes to the trouble of build- 
ing one. It won't be able to talk 
but an unseen actor will take care 
of that. It will move by remote 
control. 


The program in which it will 


appear March 20 is Tales of To- 
morrow, science fiction series on 
•ABC-TV. The play is "Read to Me, 
Heer Doktor" about a robot fall- 
ing in love. 
' * 


Most of the mechanical man al- 


ready has been assembled, and 
trials have shown it will work. In 
case (of a last-minute failure a live 
actor suitably attired will fill in. 


The robot is a little over six 


feet tall with "skin of aluminum 
plating on nylon plastic. Inside 
the frame roughly shaped like a 
human form are a quarter-horse- 
power motor driving gears, belts 
and pulleys to move the arms, 
legs and head. And a small loud- 
speaker to "talk." 


A long and flexible cable enters 


the right heel. 
This will carry 


the 110-volV current for the motor, 
the control circuit and the wire 
connecting an outside microphone 
to the loudspeaker. The .pushbut- 
ton remote control unit, will be 
operated "by a technician back- 
stage. 


The actor who supplies the voice 


will be paid the regular scale, but 
he won't have to learn his part.
